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The  National  Agricultural  Library  stands  tall  not  because  it  is 
headquartered  in  a modem  15  story  building.  It  stands  tall  because  of 
the  great  value  of  its  services  to  American  agriculture. 

But  are  these  services  fully  adequate  in  view  of  the  tremendous 
economic  upheaval  of  recent  months  experienced  by  farmers  and  others  in 
the  agri-business  community? 

The  answer  to  this  question  not  only  underscores  the  present  vitally 
important  role  of  the  National  Agricultural  Library,  but  it  could  also 
open  the  way  in  the  future  for  new  programs  and  an  era  of  greater 
usefulness. 

To  successfully  meet  these  new  challenges,  the  National  Agricultural 
Library  needs  even  stronger  ties  with  the  Nation's  top  agricultural 

leaders.  And  developing  programs  to  strengthen  such  ties 
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is  a worthy  objective  meriting  major  attention  in  the  year  ahead 
from  The  Associates  of  the  National  Agricultural  Library,  Inc.

National  Agricultural  Library,  whom  the  Committee  considers 
deserving  of  special  recognition  for  improvements  in 
operational  procedures  through  either  the  conservation  of 
money  or  time,  improvements  in  the  quality  of  service 
given  to  NAL  patrons,  or  improvements  affecting  staff  morale. 

We  congratulate  STAFFORD  L.  JQJES  for  his  initiative  and 
leadership  in  the  Serial  Records  Section  of  the  National 
Agricultural  Library.  Mr.  Jones  joined  the  Library  in 
1946,  working  first  in  the  Photoduplication  Section,  and 
later  transferring  to  Lending  and  eventually  to  Serial 
Records,  where  he  was  made  a supervisor  in  1969. 


PROFESSIONAL  ACHIEVEMENT  AWARD — - awarded  to  a professional 
librarian  on  the  staff  of  the  National  Agricultural  Library 
who  has  contributed  to  library  literature  or  given  meritorious 
service  to  the  library  science  field.

Annual  Gift.  The  Associates  have  collected  and  are  having  framed  portraits 
of  past  directors  of  NAL  as  its  annual  gift  for  1973  to  the  Library. 

These  portraits  will  also  appear  in  our  monographic  publication  new  in 
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preparation  - The  National  Agricultural  Library,  a Chronicle  of  Its

The  Associates,  in  an  action  approved  by  the  Board  April  25,  1973, 
have  established  a Xerographic  Fund  with  the  purchase  of  $50.00  worth  of 
coupons  from  the  Photoduplication  Unit,  NAL.  The  coupons  will  be  used 
to  pay  for  small  orders  received  by  NAL  requesting  copy  from  journal 
literature,  which  arrive  without  prepayment  and  when  the  amount  involved 
would  not  justify  the  expense  of  billing  or  returning  the  order  for 
payment. 

HAPPENINGS  AT  NAL 

A contract  has  been  awarded  Lockheed  Missiles  and  Space  Company,  Inc. 
to  provide  on-line  interactive  bibliographic  search  and  retrieval  service 
for  the  CAIN  ( CAtaloging-INdexing)  data  base.  This  system  is  intended 
to  serve  primarily  the  bibliographic  information  needs  of  the  U.  S. 
department  of  Agriculture  through  the  Library.  Service  will  also  be 
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available  to  anyone  in  the  agricultural  community  at  a modest  cost.  Service 
from  the  CAIN  data  base  is  also  available  from  Systems  Development  Corp.  on 
a cost  basis. 

The  University  of  California  Davis  Library  has  received  a contract 
from  NAL  to  implement  a Document  Delivery  System  Pilot  Project  for 
USDA  field  personnel  in  the  Tri-State  Region  of  California,  Arizona  and 
Oregon.  The  project  is  designed  to  obtain  data  on  the  speed  and  efficiency 
of  Document  Delivery  to  USDA  agriculturists  on  a regional  basis  rather 
than  directly  from  the  National  Agricultural  Library.
